Last fall about ISO 
varieties of wheat, selected from ail j 
over Oie world, were seeded, and about 
80 of these were in good condition dur- 
ing the spring. It is desired cot only to 
determine which of these foreigu 
wheats will do well in Kansas and sim- 
ilar climates in this country, but an 
effort w ill be made to improve each va- 
riety by ingrafting und cross-fertiliza- 
tion. New varieties will be produced 
having the better qualities of both 
parents. It will require several years 
of propagation in the same soil to de- 
termine whether the product is valua- 
ble or otherwise.
